The bill to enlnrge the Freedmen's Bureaw, ns
fmended by the, Judicisry Committee, has been
presented by Mr. Trumbull to the Benate

It providos for4he continnance of the Biread,
and extension to all parts of the Untied States
whete freedmon  may ba, For this purpose
thers are to Le twelve ireedmen'’s districts, with
an Asglstant Oomimseiones over each, with sub-
districtsa and the neccssary clerks, The Presi-
dent is sauthorized to place the whole, if he
deems it best, under officers from the nrmy, and
to give all employes of the Burean military pro-
tection, For destitute relugooca and necroes,
the Scoretary of War is suthorized to issue pro-
visions, fuel, and clothing.

The imporiant feature, howeyer, (8 the
suthority given by the Presldent to reserva for
the freedmen and loyal refugees wnoccapied
1ands in Flarida, Misstssippl, and Arkansas, not

excoading in ail three million seres of good
Innd, Each family or laborer is to have forty
aoves, ot such reont as may be sgieed upon
betweon the Commissioner and the freedmen.
Altera time the tenanta can purchase and own
the lunds on valuation—this latter to be deter-
mined by the Commissioner, under direction of
the President.

The titles granted under General Sherman's
gpecial field order of January 16, 18685, are con-
lfmud and mnde valld,

Agaip, the pauper freedmen—now depending
on the Government for suppori—are to be pro-
vided with #uoh lands in the different districts
us the United Stutes may be able to pucchase,
and the Oommissioner ¢hall build upon them
such schools and asylums as may be necessary;
ind from time to time he is to lot and sell those
lnnds to the Ireedmen, in the same manner with
the public lamds; provided, however, that the
lots shall never be gold for lesa than the cost to
ithe United States,

Another section suthorizes the President to
extend military protection to the [reedmen in
all cases of laws making disorimination agalnst
them on account of color; and still another
preseribes punishment tor subjecting freedmen
10 slavery., L

This important bill was discussed yesterday
before the Senate,

We speak advisedly wheu we say that no one
otion of more importance will come belfore the
Scenale during this session.

The suffrage micht ultimately be of benefit to
the Intelligent neiroes, but for the whole race
ut this time land s ol more yalue than voles,
This bill is really an act to raise up s guddenly
emancipated race from thelr condition of depend-
ents or proletaires to that of Inndowners and
{recholders, 1t recogolzes the great economienl
fuct that the possession of land is one of the
principal element: in the ndvance and clavation
of a poor peasantry, Itollers to the negro what
the Government has already offevred to the emi-
grant white peasant from Europe, the stimulus
of land to induce him to settle and labor. Ob.
serving the tearful effect in Jamalea of throwing
obstacles before an emancipated race, in their
purchage and rentm’t; of real estate, the framers
of this ill have made 1t aseasy as posaible. All
can heve ground, il they will; even the paupers
are to be put on- farms, and all can secure the
fee of their little plots by proper industry and
economy. The uct secures the protection of the
negro, and renlly thus aids the white, 10 the
pluck laborer be baudly treated by the planters,
he will inevitubly retreat to the unocoupied
lunds, snd rent his plot irom  the Government,
leaving the large estates to shift for themselves,

If unjust laws are passed agninst him, solely
on account of his t.'nior; hie can appeal to mill-
tary protection, and the President (if he chonse)
oun defend bim against imguitous State or local
legislation. If efforts are made to re-cnslave him,
the anthors dre lidble to punishment. The edu-
cation and shelter of those destitutd persons,
now dependent on the Government, are secured
by this bill, ita framars recognizing in this ab-
normal state of things & certdin duty of the
United States towards those unfortunate freed-
men, though such matters ordinarily ouelt to
bitlong to the Stiate and loeal authorities. We
are glad to see, also, that General Sherman's
most wise arrangement for his destitute freed.
men and for other loyal freedmen s to be con-
tirmed,  The owners of the Sea Islands were the
most rabid Rebels; they opened this wicked He
bellion; their lands have been cultivated by
loyul blacks who trusted to General Sherman’s
orders and to the promises of our oflicers, We
do vot believe in uny general eonfiscation, but
in this particular case, the bfick loyalists being
settled on Lhe plantalions, it sesms {ost that the
owners should be the sufferers, When we spenk.
of the importance of this bill we are looking to
the future o1 the white as well as the black race.
We believe that the real interest of the planters
ig in it a8 much os that of the negroes,

From the beginning the great effort of tlus
journal has been to harmonize labor and capital
in the Houth. If the two are permanently sepa-
eated (A5 the mud passion of so many at the
South would inzvitably bring about), then fure-
well for & geperation o the peacs, the pros-
perity, and the wenlth of the Southern Stases,

The great use of the Freedmen’s Burean s just
this—to reconcile the master aud his paid la-
borer, 1Visa third power (il we may 2o call it)
put in by the Government between 1he employ-
ing class and the laboring, to guard the interests
of both,

The ireedmen need gome authority in whose
advice they cun have confidence; some. power
besides the courts of planters to arrango their
contracts, and to compel them to observe them
and force them to labor: some departmont to
diseonrage pauperism and idleness, promote
education, wrrange wiges, .protect rights, and
force the plupters also to fullil their engage-

ments,

In ordinary tmes the Joeal authoritics would
be sufficlent for this, But after such o terrible
war 48 the late one, with emancipation forced by
the bayonet, we canuol expect the old glsvehold-
ing eluss to do full justice 10 those who were
onee their property, It would not be in human
nature, The Government comes in for & time,
till mauters settle themselves, Undor the Bureau
(1 wisely administered) the Sonth may yvet heal
the wounds of war, sud the imdustrions blacks
may be & source of greator wealth to the coun-
try than they were 1o slavery. Without some
=uch saministration we fear only confnsion; dis-
order, disorganization of labor, poyerby, and
revolution,

As g maiter ol fact, we trust that the blacks
will never be driven w the “anocoupied lands.”
They wre worth vastly more on the lurge estates
than ss ploucers, But their continuance in cot-
ton and sugar and viee labor will depend on the
wisdom, Justice, und kindness ol thelr employers.
The Government can merely protect fhem and
punish idlencss,
